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Council concerned 
about a train 
station aquisition 


Council wants to 
see conditions met 
before taking over 
asset

Town Council is cautiously 
wading into waters that could 
see them owning the train sta¬ 
tion in town. 

Town Council agreed in 
principle to the ratification of 
the purchase of Eldon Foote 
Hall - subject to certain condi¬ 
tions being met. 

A business plan was sent to 
Town Council by the Train Sta¬ 
tion Committee of the Lion's 
Club in an attempt to get full 
backing of Town Council before 
the CPR was approached on 
ownership of the building and 
the land it sits on. 

In 1987, when significant 
upgrades were made to the train 
station, the CPR signed a con¬ 
tract regarding the sale of the 
land the building sits on. The 
CPR was looking for fair mar¬ 
ket value. The Town of Dids- 
bury never signed the contract. 

A lease agreement for the 
CPR land exists with the Lion's 
Club until 2007. Some are wor¬ 
ried about what will happen to 
the building, which is deemed 
a historical site, when that lease 
ends. 

Some Councillors at last 
week's regular Council meeting 
thought information was in¬ 
complete in the business plan 
and had a hard time giving full 
support. Instead they agreed to 


the proposal in principal only. 

According to minutes of a 
meeting held between Mayor 
Dorothy Moore, Eldon Foote 
and the Train Station Commit¬ 
tee of the Lion's Club a motion 
to create a business plan that 
detailed expenditures, possible 
tenants, spaces and rates for 
rentals was needed in order to 
make a decision on the Town’s 
roll in the issue. 

While the business plan out¬ 
lined expenses of the building, 
it didn't address rates or cur¬ 
rent renters. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said 
he thought it would be safer to 
approve the move in principal 
"subject to condition" so that 
Councillors were given some 
extra time to get answers back.

It is expected that even 
though the Town would own 
the building, the Train Station 
Committee would be responsi¬ 
ble for running it. 

Dolha said he thought any 
shortfalls produced from the 
building would ultimately come 
back to the owners. 

"What if there is a shortfall? 
What is the Town's responsibil¬ 
ity then?" asked Dolha.

Roll-out carts 
have successful 
tirst week

Director of Operational Services Jean Lavasseur 
said he was impressed last week with how smoothly 
garbage pick-up went using the roll-out cart sys¬ 
tem. 

With the exception of sorting out some individual 
problems, the two days of garbage pick-up occurred 
without incident. 

And after the trash had been removed from Dids- 
bury streets, Lavasseur said he got a phone call 
from a happy customer - something he hasn’t heard 
a lot of. 

“She was really positive about the system,” said 
Lavasseur. “She found the system to be much 
cleaner. She didn’t have any problems with animals 
in her garbage and she recognized positives for the 
workers that they weren’t going to have to lift 
heavy loads or were going to get cut from items 
like broken glass.” 

Lavasseur said the Town has received phone calls 
about the new roll-out carts - the majority of them 
being against the new system. He said he has taken 
those calls in perspective; that he hasn't heard from 
95 per cent of the population. 

Part of the reason the garbage pick-up went 
smoothly was because most of those who put their 
garbage curbside did so properly. Lavasseur esti¬ 
mates that 85 per cent set their cart out right. The 
remainder of those will receive notices in the com¬ 
ing weeks explaining the right way to do so. 

Residents are suppose to put their garbage on 
Llte'litr'dht in fr'dritof their residence' with the wheels 
against the curbs. 

One problem that has been observed by the Town 
is that some people didn't put their carts away af¬ 
ter garbage pick up. Lavasseur said that if a cart 
is stolen during a garbage pick-up day the Town 
will replace it after a police report has been filled 
out. Otherwise it is the residents responsibility. 

Lavasseur said that garbage pick-up times might 
have changed for residents also as the routes were 
laid out differently after the roll-out cart system 
was introduced. 

“The first week went really well,” reiterated 
Lavasseur. “In the next couple of weeks everyone 
is going to know what to do.” 

Grant covers costs 
of roll-out carts

The Town of Didsburv has received their por¬ 
tion of a joint-application grant made for roll-out 
carts and it came just short of paying for the black 
carts distributed to Didsburians earlier this month. 

A total of $325,000 was allotted in the total 
grant to the Mountain View Waste Commision. 
Didsbury's total was $82,000 - about $1,000 less 
than what was paid for the Town's roll-out carts. 

This application was top-notch." said Town CAO 
Evan Parliament. "Larrv Nault deserves a big bou¬ 
quet. We received enough to basically pay for our 
carts." 

Parliament said the $325,000 was 80 per cent of 
what was sought in the grant application. 

Councillor Gary Dolha asked why the Town was 
only short $1,000 if only 80 per cent was distrib¬ 
uted? 

Parliament said if the Town received more money 
they would have bought more carts. He added that 
the price of the carts were more expensive before 
the municipalities decided to go together to buy 
them in bulk. 

Town Council also accepted the 2001 Mountain 
View Regional Waste Management Commission Fi¬ 
nancial Statements as presented at the regular 
meeting held last week. 



Building review committee praised 
for collective efforts by County 


Press release issued recognising

Mountain View County praised its Building Ad¬ 
ministration Review Committee in a press release 
following a presentation that laid out building op¬ 
tions last week. 

Entit led "Hats off to Building Administration Re¬ 
view Committee", the press release praised the com¬ 
mittee’s work and the process of exploring building 
options. 

"Our committee has a solid cross-section of peo¬ 
ple representing county residents," said Committee 
Chair Dave Derksen in the release. "Rate payers 
can be assured that every option that’s touched this 
Committee's table, has and will continue to be thor¬ 
oughly evaluated from everyone's perspective." 

Linus Murphy, Cohos Evamy Project Leader, gave 
a power-point presentation to County Council last 


week after the regular meeting. The presentation 
included repair costs to the administration build¬ 
ing which could be as high as $1 million and five 
options for renovation - the most elaborate option 
could cost $3.9 million. 

The presentation received some opposition when 
Henry Kuelker, an organizer of the petition which 
ultimately led to the defeat of a new building be¬ 
fore the last municipal election, stood up saying 
the renovation plans were too extravagant and cost 
too much money. Currently the building sports ap¬ 
proximately 15,000 square feet of space. Renova¬ 
tion could add another 6,000 square feet to the 
building. 

Mountain View County wanted to build a new 
administration building last year and passed a 
motion to do so. A petition on the issue was circu¬ 
lated prior to the election and the electorate de¬ 
feated the new building idea in a plebiscite. Sev¬ 
enty-five per cent of voters were against the pro¬ 
posal. 

The press release states the same presentation 
will be made this month and that a final recom¬ 
mendation is scheduled for November. That recom¬ 
mendation will be brought before Council for a fi¬ 
nal decision. 
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Town Jewel 

Town Council debated last 
week whether they should take 
responsibility of Eldon Foote 
Hall, a building used by the com¬ 
munity, but an asset that has 
been losing money lately. 

All Councillors agreed that the 
Hall is an important part of the 
community, some even called it a 
Town jewel, but they are appre¬ 
hensive about taking on a poten¬ 
tial liability. 

More and more often we see the 
loss of the past to make way for 
the future. Didsbury doesn’t have 
grain elevators anymore because they no longer served a pur¬ 
pose. Is the train station the next to go? 

The lease for the building and the land it sits on runs out in 
2007. If there is no ownership of the building at that time, the 
future of the building will be bleak. The Train Station Com¬ 
mittee and Town Council should be commended for trying to 
deal with this issue now instead of an llth-hour solution five 
years from now. 

But whether the historic building has a future in Didsbury 
will rest solely on priorities - the priority of the Town, the 
priority of those who use the Hall and the priority of 
Didsburians. 

The Hall seats over 200 people and is appropriate for meet¬ 
ings, weddings and functions. However the extensive renova¬ 
tions planned for the newer multi-purpose room show our want 
for the modern and how easy it is to forget about the past. The 
train station would be able to hold similar functions to the 
multi-purpose room. 

But the verdict will still rest with Didsburians. 

The train station was used as the start off point to the Walk 
to D’Feet ALS campaign just two weeks ago. And it was the 
perfect starting point. 

Town Council wants to know that people use the hall enough 
to justify keeping it around. 

Because if the people of Didsbury don’t use the hall, it will 
become an expense for all Didsburians.

The myths and facts of big rigs 


The following was released 
from MLA Richard Marz’s of¬ 
fice 

Big rigs are the lifeblood of 
Alberta’s economy - the truck¬ 
ing industry moves billions of 
dollars worth of goods across 
the country, into the United 
States and Mexico. If you 
bought it - a truck brought it. 

Yet there are myths regard¬ 
ing large trucks, particularly 
about safety, environmental 
friendliness and road damage. 
It’s time to dispel the myths.... 

Myth: Large trucks do 
more damage to Alberta’s 
roads 

Long combination vehicles 
(LCVs) are truck and trailer 
combinations consisting of a 
tractor with two or three trail¬ 
ers or semi-trailers (31m to 
37m) with a maximum weight 
of 63,500 kg. LCVs are longer 
but not heavier. The difference 
is LCVs allow a company to 
transport a larger volume than 
what would be possible with 
smaller vehicles. LCVs are 
largely used for transporting 
lighter, higher-value goods. 

The larger the commercial 
vehicle, the fewer trips to haul 
the same amount of freight are 
required than by using a 
smaller truck, such as a single 
unit truck or semi trailer. For 
example, an LCV can haul six 
times the freight of a smaller 
commercial vehicle - which 
equals one road trip rather 
than six. This results in less 


traffic as one truck can do the 
work of six. Cumulatively, this 
results in less wear and tear on 
the province’s roads. 

Myth: Large trucks are 
dangerous 

LCVs have the lowest colli¬ 
sion rate of all vehicle types, in¬ 
cluding personal vehicles. In 
fact, in the “Commercial Truck 
Safety Performance Study” 
commissioned by Alberta 
Transportation, Woodrooffe & 
Associates found LCVs were 
not at fault in any fatal or ma¬ 
jor injury collisions between 
1995 and 1998. 

Commercial vehicles can log 
millions of kilometres during 
the life span of the vehicle. 
These great distances, com¬ 
bined with the loads they carry 
add to the wear and tear that 
the vehicle experiences. In Al¬ 
berta, a mandatory safety in¬ 
spection program called the 
Alberta Commercial Vehicle 
Inspection Program is in place 
to ensure the safety of commer¬ 
cial vehicles on our highways 
and the motoring public that 
travel beside them. LCVs also 
have stricter operating require¬ 
ments than other commercial 
vehicles. Drivers require more 
experience to operate an LCV 
and are permitted fewer viola¬ 
tions. The vehicle has restricted 
operating times depending 
upon the time of day, week, lo¬ 
cation and weather. LCVs also 
mostly travel in off-peak times, 
which significantly reduces 


their exposure to automobile 
traffic and higher volumes that 
are associated with shorter fol¬ 
lowing distances for all vehicle 
types and consequently, higher 
potential collision rates. LCVs 
also maintain greater gaps be¬ 
tween vehicles and travel 
slower by regulation (100 km/ 
h maximum). Many LCVs are 
also equipped with on-board 
computers and monitoring 
equipment. 

LCVs constitute just over 
one per cent of all traffic. The 
use of larger trucks with big¬ 
ger payloads increases safety 
efficiency: fewer trips or less 
exposure to traffic and lower 
collision rates for larger trucks. 
The result is a 98 per cent re¬ 
duction in potential collisions 
using LCVs rather than 
smaller commercial vehicles. 
Using LCVs rather than semi¬ 
trailers potentially results in an 
almost 90 per cent reduction in 
collisions involving trucks. 

Myth: Large trucks are 
bad for the environment 
The larger the payload capac¬ 
ity (the kilograms of freight the 
truck can transport) the more 
fuel-efficient it is. LCVs known 
as Rocky Mountain doubles. 
Turnpike Doubles or Triple 
Trailers are considered energy 
efficient motor vehicles because 
less fuel is being consumed and 
fewer emissions are generated 
to move a certain amount of 
freight between cities, for exam¬ 
ple, Edmonton to Calgary.

energy efficient factory reduced 
emissions by 6591 while in¬ 
creasing employment two and 
a half times since 1995. 
Anderson said, “It’s not only 
the right thing to do, it's the 
smart thing to do in a strictly 
business sense. What I can’t 
understand is why more CEO's 
don’t get it.” 

I am hoping that Premier 
Klein and his CEO buddies “get 
it” really soon.

TOWN COUNCIL 

Fire capital costs cause concern 


by Richard Westlund 

Didsbury Town Council ac¬ 
cepted the 2001 Didsbury and 
District Fire Authority Finan¬ 
cial Statements but concerns 
were raised about future capi¬ 
tal costs. 

Last year the Didsbury and 
District Fire Authority saw rev¬ 
enues of $207,959 and spent 
$174,892 creating a surplus of 
$33,067. Local government 
transfers, which would be split 
between the Town of Didsbury 
and Mountain View County, 
made up $146,785 of the rev¬ 
enue amount in 2001. In 2001 


that amount was $104,520. 

"What I am noticing, since 
sharing responsibility with the 
County, is that there has been 
a real steady increase in fees," 
said Councillor Gary Dolha. "I 
don't know if we are in catch 
up mode but our costs just seem 
to be increasing." 

The local fire authority has 
had a new rescue unit on its 
wishlist for some time now but 
that project has continually 
been moved back. A new build¬ 
ing for fire fighters and their 
equipment has also been pro¬ 
posed and is one of the discus¬ 
sion items between the County 


and Town. 

Dolha said he has heard in¬ 
nuendos about quality of serv¬ 
ice associated with capital costs 
and has been upset about that 
approach by the fire authority. 

Councillor Harry Penner 
said if some of the projects are 
unaffordable they ultimately 
will have to be turned down by 
Council. "The boys like their 
toys - and we will have to shoot 
them down. But this has been 
happening over the last 20-25 
years." 

Penner pointed out that once 
a project has been paid for it is 
no longer on the books.

Didsburians were asked to step to the plate, to help 
fill plates, in the Lion's Annual Food Drive.

QUESTION: l worry so much about my children and won¬ 
der if I’m raising them wisely. Every few days my husband 
and I encounter a problem we don’t know how to handle. Is it 
common for other parents to feel this way? It never has been 
easy to raise healthy and productive children. After all, ba¬ 
bies come into the world with no instructions and you pretty 
much have to assemble them on your own. They are also 
maddeningly complex, and there are no guaranteed formulas 
that work in every instance. And finally, the techniques that 
succeed magnificently with one child can fail bewilderingly 
with another. 

I)R. DOBSON: This difficulty in raising children is a re¬ 
curring theme in the letters we receive at Focus on the Fam¬ 
ily. We have heard it so often, in fact, that we decided to con¬ 
duct a poll to ascertain the common frustrations of parenting. 
The answers received from more than 1,000 mothers and fa¬ 
thers were very revealing. Some responded with humor, espe¬ 
cially those who were raising toddlers. They told the most 
delightful stories about sticky telephones, wet toilet seats and 
knotted shoestrings. Their experiences reminded me of the 
days when Shirley and I were chasing ambitious preschoolers. 
Tell me why it is that a toddler never throws up in the bath¬ 
room? Never! To do so would violate some great unwritten 
law in the universe. It is even more difficult to understand 
why he will gag violently at the sight of a perfectly wonderful 
breakfast of oatmeal, eggs, bacon and orange juice — and 
then go out and drink the dog’s water. I have no idea what 
makes him do that. I only know that it drives his mother 
crazy! Unfortunately, the majority of those who responded to 
our questionnaire did not share funny stories about cute kids. 
Many of them were experiencing considerable frustration in 
their parenting responsibilities. Rather than being critical of 
their children, however, most said they were troubled by their 
own inadequacies as mothers and fathers! Their answers re¬ 
vealed the great self-doubt that is prevalent among parents 
today, including these actual responses: 

— “Not knowing how to cope with children’s problems.” 

— “Not being able to make the kids feel secure and loved.” 

— “I’ve lost confidence in my ability to parent.” 

— “I've failed my children.” 

— “I’m not the example I should be.” 

— “Seeing my own bad habits and character-traits in my 
children.” 

— “Inability to relate to my children.” — “Dealing with 
guilt when it seems that I have failed my sons.” 

— “Inability to cope.” 

— “I’m overwhelmed by the responsibility of it all. Isn’t it 
incredible to observe how tentative we have become about 
this task of raising children? Parenting is hardly a new tech¬ 
nology, yet we’ve become increasingly nervous about bring¬ 
ing up the baby. It is a sign of the times. 

QUESTION: Why do you think parents are so quick to 
criticize themselves? What is the source of the self-doubt that 
seems so prevalent? 

DR. DOBSON: It is a cultural phenomenon. Mothers, 
especially, have been blamed for everything that can conceiv¬ 
ably go wrong with children. Even when their love and com¬ 
mitment are incalculable, the experts accuse them of making 
grievous errors in toilet training, disciplining, feeding, medi¬ 
cating and educating their youngsters. They are either 
overpossessive or undernourishing. Their approach is either 
harsh or permissive. One psychiatrist even wrote an entire 
book on the dangers of religious training, blaming parents 
for scaring kids with talk of the next world. Thus, no matter 
how diligently "Mom” approaches her parenting responsi¬ 
bilities, she is likely to be accused of twisting and warping 
her children. 

Perhaps this explains why women are more critical of them¬ 
selves than men. Eighty percent of the respondents to our 
poll were women, and their most frequent comment was, “I’m 
a failure as a mother!” What nonsense! Women have been 
taught to think of themselves in this way, and it is time to set 
the record straight. The task of procreation was never in¬ 
tended to be so burdensome. Of course it is demanding. And 
children are challenging, to be sure. But the guilt and doubt 
that often encumber the parenting responsibility are largely 
self-imposed. It’s time we restored the confidence to those 
who are working so hard to raise their children with love 
and wisdom.

Fires can start in dryers 


"Clean the lint filter and 
never leave home while your 
dryer is running," is the Fire 
Commissioner's advice, when it 
comes to preventing fires in 
clothes dryers. 

As the cool Alberta weather 
prompts people to don their 
thicker, fuzzier winter clothes, 
we must remember that cloth¬ 
ing. and the lint it leaves be¬ 
hind. can catch fire in clothes 
dryers. 

Fires in clothes dryers rank 
ninth in the list of major causes 
of fires in Alberta homes. From 
1997 to 2001, they were in¬ 
volved in 276 home fires, six 
injuries and $ 3.3 million in di¬ 
rect property damage. 


Lack of maintenance was 
the number one cause of dryer 
fires. 

Other specific leading causes 
were part failure, leaks and 
breaks, short circuits or 
ground faults, and combustible 
materials too close to the dryer. 
Clothing was the item first ig¬ 
nited in one-third of dryer fires. 
Dust, fiber and lint were first 
ignited in more than one-quar¬ 
ter of the incidents. 

To avoid such fires, follow 
these safety tips: 

Clean the lint filter before or 
after each use and wipe away 
any lint that has accumulated 
around the drum. 

Make sure the dryer is 


plugged into an outlet suitable 
for its electrical needs. 

Do not run the dryer with¬ 
out a lint filter. 

Do not leave the dryer run¬ 
ning if you go out, in case it 
malfunctions. 

Make sure the air exhaust 
vent pipe is unobstructed and 
the outdoor vent flap opens 
readily. 

Keep combustible material, 
such as boxes and clothing, 
away from the dryer. 

Have your dryer installed 
and serviced by a professional. 
Gas dryers should be inspected 
periodically by a professional to 
make sure the gas line and con¬ 
nection are intact and leak-free. 


What if you have a car 
or a truck fire? 

If a fire does start, your quick response can dramatically 
reduce the likelihood of injuries and fatalities. If you discover 
a fire while driving, experts recommend these steps: 

Stop on the side of the road as soon as it is safe to do so. 

Turn off the ignition. As long as the ignition is on, the 
fuel pump will continue to pump fuel to the fire. 

Evacuate everyone quickly-the fire can spread rapidly and 
produce highly toxic fumes. 

Get far away and call 911 or the nearest emergency service 
number. Do not go after valuables or try to fight the fire-just 
get away. The car will be a loss, but unless you have experi¬ 
ence dealing with a car fire, there is little chance you will put 
it out. Also, by sticking around, you run the risk of being 
overcome by fumes. 

Most importantly, do not open the hood of the vehicle. You 
may burn your hand, or even worse, feed oxygen to the fire 
and create a dangerous fireball.

Special attention needed when using candles 


Blow out the candles, and make a 
wish - a wish for a decline in the 
number of home candle fires in Al¬ 
berta. Better yet, let's all do what we 
can to cut down on these fires-with- 
out relying on birthday wishes. 

In the past 10 years, the number of 
home fires caused by candles has con¬ 
tinued to increase. Candle related fires 
start most commonly in bedrooms fol¬ 
lowed by living/family rooms. 

Nearly 60 per cent of candle fires 
start when the flame comes into con¬ 
tact with nearby combustible materi¬ 
als. Some examples of combustible 
materials are furniture, bedding, mat- 
tresses/pillows, plastics, paper, car¬ 
pets/rugs and curtains/blinds. In Al¬ 
berta homes, the number of candle 


fires dramatically increases during the 
months of November, December and 
January. 

Safety tips to follow when using 
candles 

Keep lit candles away from combus¬ 
tible items such as clothing, books, 
curtains, Christmas trees and paper 
decorations. 

Make sure you mount candles on 
non-combustible holders that won't tip 
over and are big enough to collect 
dripping wax. 

Don't place lit candles in windows 
where blinds or curtains may close or 
blow over them, and don't use them 
in places where children or pets could 
knock them over. 

Remember to snuff candles out 


when leaving the room or going to 
sleep. 

Never let the candle burn down to 
the bottom. 

Never leave children or pets alone 
in a room with lit candles. A child 
could play with the flame and start a 
fire or be burnt. Do not allow older 
children to light candles in their bed- 
rooms-a forgotten candle or an acci¬ 
dent is all it takes to start a fire. 

During power outages exercise cau¬ 
tion when using candles as a light 
source. 

Many destructive fires start during 
such times since potential fire hazards 
can go unnoticed in the relative dark¬ 
ness. 

Never use a candle for light when 


fuelling equipment such as a camp-fuel 
heater or lantern. 

When buying novelty candles or 
when using them, try to determine if 
they pose a potential fire hazard. If 
they do, or you suspect they might, 
inform your local fire department, or 
the Product Safety Bureau of Health 
Canada in Edmonton at 780-495-5042 
or in Calgary at 403-292-5486. 

Install at least one smoke alarm on 
every level of your home. Test them 
monthly to ensure they are working, 
and replace batteries once a year. 
Practice a home fire escape drill. 

Remember: It only takes a few sec¬ 
onds for the open flame of a candle to 
start a destructive fire-practise cau¬ 
tion when using candles.

Making a home fire escape plan could save lives

Test all smoke alarms monthly to 
make sure they work. Replace batter¬ 
ies as needed. 

Make sure everyone understands 
the escape plan. 

Are the escape routes clear? 

Can doors and windows be opened 
easily? 

If windows or doors in your home 
have security bars, make sure the bars 
have quick-release mechanisms so 
they can be opened easily in case of 
an emergency. 

Quick-release mechanisms will not 
compromise your security-but they 
will increase your chances of safely 
escaping a home fire. 

Practice the escape plan at least 
twice a year, making sure that every¬ 


one-from kids to grandparents-is in¬ 
volved. 

If there are infants or family mem¬ 
bers with mobility limitations, make 
sure that someone is assigned to as¬ 
sist them. 

Agree on an outside meeting place 
where everyone can meet after they’ve 
escaped. Remember to get out first, 
then call for help. Never go back in¬ 
side unless the fire department says 
it is safe to do so. 

Have everyone memorize the emer¬ 
gency phone number of the fire depart¬ 
ment. 

That way, any member of the house¬ 
hold can call from a cellular phone or 
a neighbour's home. 

Be fully prepared for a real fire. 


Developing and practicing a home 
fire escape plan can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death. 

Fire can grow and spread through 
your home very quickly and it's im¬ 
portant that you are prepared to re¬ 
act as soon as the smoke alarm 
sounds. 

These tips can help you put to¬ 
gether, and practice, an effective home 
fire escape plan. 

Get together with everyone in your 
household and create a fire escape 
plan. 

Draw a floor plan of your home, 
showing two ways out of each room, 
including windows. Don't forget to 
mark the location of each smoke 
alarm. 


When a smoke alarm sounds, get out 
immediately, and once you're out, stay 
out-leave the firefighting to the pro¬ 
fessionals! 

If you live in an apartment build¬ 
ing, make sure you’re familiar with 
the building's evacuation plan. In case 
of a fire, use the stairs, not the eleva¬ 
tor. 

Tell guests or visitors to your home 
about your family's fire escape plan. 

When visiting other people's homes, 
ask about their escape plan. If they 
don't have a plan in place, offer to 
help them make one. 

If you are building a new home or 
remodeling your existing home, con¬ 
sider installing a home fire sprinkler 
system.

Didsburians Scott Portingale and 
Bruce Soderhuysen make their living as 
commercial divers, but make very few 
dives in oceans, lakes and rivers. 

You are more likely to find them 
working in municipal water tanks than 
any other type of water. 

The pair work for Aquatech Diving 
Services owned by John Dickau, for¬ 
merly of Didsbury, who now resides in 
Blackfalds. 

Most of the jobs they do involves 
cleaning or fixing underwater elements 
associated with the various water tanks 
and water plants. 

Dickau used to make the dives him¬ 
self but now spends his time overseeing 
different jobs. 

"After nine years of bottom time in 
water facilities, I've hung up my dry suit 
and have allowed younger divers to do 
the work," he said. 

Soderhuysen has been diving for 20 
years, while his partner Portingale is 
still relatively new to the game. 

"If something happens under the wa¬ 
ter, they need us to fix it," said 
Portingale, who is relatively new to the 
commercial diving industry. 

"Usually it just means cleaning the 
sediment at the bottom of the tank. 
That's basically what we find down 
there." 

Last Wednesday they cleaned out 


Didsbury's water tank - a special job 
with special parameters. 

The tank is one of the larger above 
ground tanks and is 50 feet deep. Com¬ 
bine that with Didsbury's relatively high 
elevation and the divers had to take 
special precautions. 

Because of the pressure at the bot¬ 
tom of the tank, Portingale and 
Soderhuysen could only make hour- 
long dives. It took two dives each to 
clean out the tanks. 

"It's great these guys get a chance to 
work at home for a change," said 
Dickau. "Travel is a big part of our 
work." 

Aquatech Diving Services has worked 
in 580 locations in Western Canada. 

Because the work is done in drink¬ 
ing water used by people, special care is 
taken to ensure the water isn’t contami¬ 
nated during the cleaning process. 
Portingale and Soderhuysen wear dry 
suits with separates their body from the 
water they are immersed in. And all 
equipment is chlorinated before every 
job. 

"We use a bleach mixture for every¬ 
thing," explains Soderhuysen about the 
200 ppm chlorine solution. 

The equipment involved in the opera¬ 
tion is very specialized. The air is sur¬ 
faced supplied, meaning a hose is run 
to the diver, and radio communication 
is used for safety reasons. 

Proper disinfection and recovery

equipment must be used by law. 

"The procedures and regulations for 
this type of work are very strict," ex¬ 
plains Dickau. "Potable water diving 
gear must be designated for that pur¬ 
pose only and divers must be commer¬ 
cially certified by law." 

While most jobs are centred around 
cleaning the tanks, the pair enjoy a job 
that provides a unique challenge. 

"I always like a job that might have 
something different," said Portingale. "I 
really like the jobs where you have to 
go down to the bottom of a tank, take 
pictures of a problem and then try to 
come up with a solution." 

It's that type of problem, that divers 
like Portingale and Soderhuysen excel 
at. 

"To be a good diver, you have to do 
lots of multi-tasking. It's necessary to 
be good at many different things." 

As for their jobs, the veteran and the 
rookie are happy where they are at. 

"I love it,” says Soderhuysen. "I

wouldn’t want to do anything else." 

"But you have to love to dive," adds 
Portingale. 

The business offers convenience to 
the municipality. The other option a 
town would have would be to drain the 
tanks, which would inconvenience resi¬ 
dents. 

"The diving method of water reser¬ 
voir maintenance allows the municipal¬ 
ity to stay pressured up for water cus¬ 
tomers as well for fire protection pur¬ 
poses. 

As for the work performed in Dids¬ 
bury - it was a routine maintenance 
item.

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Canadian Wheat Board elections occur this fall 


from Richard Man's office 

This fall, the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) will he 
holding elections in five of 10 
districts to elect directors to the 
CWB Board. The upcoming 
CWB election gives Alberta 
farmers the opportunity to elect 
candidates who will make the 
CWB responsive to farmer 
needs. All producers who grow 
one of the six major grains 
(wheat, barley, oats, canola, 
flax, or rye) are eligible to vote. 
Farmers must also have 
reached the age of majority and 
be directly involved in the busi¬ 
ness of farming to be eligible. 

Producers who hold CWB 
permit books should automati¬ 
cally be on the voters list. Pro¬ 
ducers who do not hold a per¬ 
mit book must complete a 
Statutory Declaration in order 
to vote. This form can be ob¬ 


tained from my constituency 
office or by contacting Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development's Ag-Info Centre 
at 1-866-882-7677 or the Elec¬ 
tion Coordinator at 1-800-446- 
0890. Once completed, this 
form needs to be signed by a 
Commissioner of Oaths (such 
as an MLA or lawyer) and then 
returned to the Election Coor¬ 
dinator. Those of you without 
a permit book can make an ap¬ 
pointment at my office where I 
can assist you to register to 
vote in the upcoming election. 

Farmers who have for¬ 
warded a completed Statutory 
Declaration to the Election 
Coordinator, or have filled out 
their permit book application 
for the new crop year, will be 
mailed a voters’ package on 
November 3. This package will 
include an actual ballot as well 


as biographies and position 
statements from each candidate 
in the voter’s district. 

When producers fill out their 
ballots, it is important to re¬ 
member that the ballot is a 
“preferential ballot.” Voters 
rank the candidates in their 
district, marking the first 
choice as 1, and their second 
choice as 2. Voters only need 
to rank the candidates they 
support, not every candidate on 
the ballot. 

Numerous polls, surveys and 
plebiscites have shown that 
Alberta producers want mar¬ 
keting choice in order to pur¬ 
sue individual marketing activi¬ 
ties, as well as value added op¬ 
portunities. The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment would also like to see 
change. Agriculture is vital to 
Alberta’s economy, and market¬ 
ing choice provides one oppor- 


Farmers face jail for selling grain 


Canadian Alliance MP, 
Myron Thompson, blasted the 
Canadian Wheat Board for 
standing in the way of farmers 
trying to make a living. 

"On October 31st, 14 farm¬ 
ers from Alberta will be sen¬ 
tenced in our courts for at¬ 
tempting to transport their 
own grain across the border. As 
they did so without a Wheat 
Board export permit, they were 


fined, and have subsequently 
refused to pay those unjust 
fines," stated Thompson. 

"I attended a press confer¬ 
ence held by representatives of 
this group who indicated they 
would rather go to jail than give 
in to the Wheat Board's at¬ 
tempts to bully them. Bill 
Cairns received two consecu¬ 
tive sentences of thirty days in 
jail for his supposed crime. He 


is the only person I have ever 
seen receive a consecutive sen¬ 
tence - even Clifford Olson, who 
tortured and murdered numer¬ 
ous children, received only one 
(concurrent) sentence. There 
are only three countries that I 
know of who do not allow a 
farmer to sell his own produce 
- communist China, communist 
North Korea, and western 
Canada,” said Thompson.

Recreational driving reigning 
in more and more participants

Recreational driving is fast 
becoming a popular horse- 
sport and Olds College, once 
again, is the first to have the 
horse-sense to train its stu¬ 
dents to fill the void. 

An aging population has 
pushed recreational driving 
to an all time high, says Ross 
Hanson, lead instructor of 
Western Programs at Olds 
College. 

“Recreational driving has 
the highest number of partici¬ 
pants of any horse-sport and 
the industry is crying for 
young teamsters to train and 
produce recreational driving 
horses,” said Hanson. 

Olds College is showing its 
innovative spirit by meeting 
the future needs of this sport 
with a new Draft Horse Driv¬ 
ing Course. 

The possibility is that Draft 
Horse Driving will be a fifth 
major at Olds College next 
year. 

“Advanced Colt Breaking 
and the Draft Horse driving 
course will be two prerequi¬ 
sites for the fifth major. The 
Complete Draft Horse Course, 
at Olds College,” said 
Hanson. Already for March 
and April of next year there 


are 16 students prepaid for 
this pilot project, so Hanson 
predicts a successful run of 
this course. 

He said students will use 
this knowledge in the parade 
and hitch industry, an indus¬ 
try that is currently in the 
hands of very few teamsters. 

“Right now there are very 
few professional teamsters 


with no one to replace them 
so there is a definite need for 
trained teamsters.” 

The Draft Horse course 
teaches students to brake 
Draft Horses into hitch 
horses. 

They learn the unicorn for¬ 
mation (two back one up), 
four up, four abreast, six up, 
and six abreast.
